Both the main. hospital and 
its auxiliary branch. were kept working at fall 
pressure. the daily average number of beds in 
occupation being 274.

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At the end of the month there were 169 cases 
of diphtheria and 46 of acarlet fever under treat- 
ment. Diphtheria caused 8 deaths, measles (and 
its complications) 10, tuberculosis meningitis 2, 
pneumonia 2, cerebro-spinal fever 1, the remaining 
fatal case being due to a non-infectious condition. 
Other diseases under treatment during the month 
were puerperal’ fever, enteric, influenza, lobar 
paenmonia, mumps, whooping cough and erysipelas. 
It is distresamg that shortage of beds does not 
allow admission of every case for Whom admission 
is sought. The need for a much darger hospital 
is very apparent during epidemic periods, such as 
the present, when so many cases of Measiés have 
toe be nursed at home because of the lack of 
available accommodation. 

The accounts for supplies to the hospital during 
the month were examined and paid.
